2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8-12, 24, 25, 27, 29-32, 34, 36-42 lack novelty under POT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Gross (US 5,549,584 
A). 

Regarding claims 1, 25 and 40, Cross teaches a thin flexible member (18) for use in a vacuum bandage (10) tm a wound surface widi 
die bandage (18) connected to a vacuum source (12), dK member (18) having a wound .contacting surface adapted to be in contact 
with and generally conform to die wound surface, and a plurality of holes (46) spaced about die wound contacting surface (44), and 
die member (18) providing communication from die holes (46) to die vacuum source (12). 

Regarding claims 2 and 32, Gross teaches passageways (48). 

Regarding claims 3, 27, 29 and 37-39, see col. 4, lines 25 and 26. 

Regarding claim 5, Gross teaches spacers (44). 

Regarding claims 8 and 30, Gross teaches spacers (44) with channels (46). 

Regarding claims 9-11,31, 34, 36, 41 and 42, Gross teaches a central port ^8) and a cover (42). 

Re^^ifding claim 12, see col. 5, line 21. 

Regarding claim 24, see figure 4. 

Regarding claim 34, Gross teaches a sealing film (18). 

Claims 4,6,7, 12-23,26.28.33 and 35 meet the criteria sti under PCX Article 33(2)-(4) because the prior art of record, wither alone or 
in combiantion, does not anticipate nor mate obvious the claimed subject matter.
